C.(1)  Whoever violates the provisions of this Section, on
conviction of a first offense, shall be fined not more than one
thousand dollars, or imprisoned for not more than six months, or
both.

(2)  On a conviction of a second offense, the offender shall be
fined not less than seven hundred fifty dollars, nor more than two
thousand dollars, or imprisoned, with or without hard labor, for
not less than six months nor more than one year, or both. In
addition to any other penalty imposed, on a conviction of a
second offense, the offender shall be ordered to perform fifteen
eight-hour days of court-approved community service.  The
community service requirement shall not be suspended.

Ebarb Waterworks District No. 1; to provide an exception to the
post-service restrictions in the Code of Governmental Ethics to
allow certain employment by Ebarb Waterworks District No. 1;
to provide for subsequent repeal of such exception; to provide
for effectiveness; and to provide for related matters.

to file campaign finance disclosure reports; to provide relative
to the determination of the amount of contributions which
subjects certain candidates to the requirements to file campaign
finance disclosure reports; to provide for effectiveness; and to
provide for related matters.

Parish; to increase the maximum rate of the hotel occupancy tax
authorized to be levied by the St. Landry Parish Tourist
Commission; and to provide for related matters.
